They are not the same as 
private duty nurses in that VNA nurses visit 
patients only for specific reasons. 

Supervisor of the Belle Glade office Elinor 
Peters notes that the VNA nurses “do

They change 
dressings, give baths, shampoos and other per- 
sonal care. 

Nurses and home health aides also give oc- 


' cupational therapy, physical and speech 


therapy and give instructions on ‘саге of 
newborns. They also teach family members 
about a patient's disease and help them to cope 
with it. 

Staff nurse Helen Owens believes the 
teaching aspect of the VNA is its main feature. 

She joined the VNA 10 years ago and was 
one of the first nurses to work in the Glades. 
She says, “I can do a lot more in the home set- 
ting than I could in a hospital environment? 

Owens sees a challenge in the VNA in both 
teaching her patients and members of the fami- 
ly. In the home setting each patient can be- 
Lreated on an ind'vidual basis. 

She says, “I'd say 50 percent of my work is 
in teaching and a lot of that is in preventative 
care." 

The Glades nurses make an average of six 
visits per working day, but some days they 
make up to nine visits. They see each patient 
for an average of from 30 to 45 minutes, 

Patients are seen at varying frequencies, 
some every day and others once a week, dpen- ` 
ding on the need.,On the average patients are 
seen for a period of two months, but many are 
seen indefinitely

The plight of rural counties 


Back in 1969, believe it or not, there 
was a bill filed in the state legislature 
that would have combined Charlotte, 
Glades and Hendry County into one 
giant, 2,643 mile county, stretching 
from the Gulf of Mexico to Lake 
Okeechobee. - 

The consolidation move was quite 
strong in some of the larger counties. 

One area daily newspaper editorializ- 
ed that “the serious consideration be- 
ing given to the proposal is surprising 
because it would be a disaster for many 
of the counties concerned and a crippl- 
ing: blow to efficient local 
government.” 

If the movement had succeeded, 
Hendry and Glades County residents 
would have lost their county seat and 
had to drive to Punta Gorda. It's hard 
to conceive of anything so extraor- 
dinary happening, but it was seriously 
debated at the time. 

Looking back on 1969, one is temp- 
ted to think some of our government 
leaders took leave of their senses. , 

Another issue hotly debated that 
year was the possible annexation of 
Immokalee and the surrounding area 
to Hendry County. 

That one failed too. 

More recently, there was discussion 


of setting up a state legislative district 
covering western Palm Beach County, 
Hendry, and Glades County. 

We liked that proposal. It would 
have enabled the Gladés area to have 
direct representation in Tallahassee. 

Currently, there is no one in either 
the State House or Senate from the 
south Lake Okeechobee area. 

As a result, this area has been depen- 
dent on the vision, generosity, and 
judgement of our representatives and 
senators who are ~ let's face it - from 
some place else. 

That's not to say that we haven't 
had some very good friends in high 
places. Sen. Phil Lewis, Sen. Harry 
Johnston and Rep. Bert Harris for in- 
stance. 

The reality is, however, that district 
lines are not set in concrete. They are 
periodically adjusted. 

The dream of a Glades district is one 
worth keeping alive. 

Some day it may happen.

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Inmates hope ‘pumping iron’ will help local kids

ticipants of Belle Glade's Summer Recreation 
Program. 

The event was in the Glades Central High 
School gymnasium. Following the demonstra- 
tion, a competition was held between the in- 
mates, one of their correctional officers and 
some of the summer recreation weightlifting 
students.

"We didn't bring any of the *meanies' out 
here for this program," said' G.C.I Athletic 
Director Garry Fletcher. ‘‘These are minimum 
custody inmates. I chose them because they 
participate in the program every day." 

The weightlifting program at G.C.I. is well 
attended by the inmates, according to Fletcher 

“G.C.1. has approximately 800 inmates, I'd 
say almost half of them participate, some of 
them seven days a week," he said. 

The program has produced some winners, 
Fletcher said. One of the participants, Barl- 
ington Blye, won the Classic recently and came 
in seventh in body building in April at compe- 
tion at Santaluces High School. 

One of the competitors, Willie Raines, is a 
former Philipelphia Eagle football player. 
Raines was a crowd pleaser at the competition, 
bench pressing the heaviest weight. 

He bench pressed 415 pounds. His coach said 
he is capable of lifting a lot more. Raines 
himself weighs 305 pounds and seemed to have 
no problem lifting the 415 pound weights. 

Lathan Hightower, a member of the City of 
Belle Glade's Recreation Program, had his own 
cheering section in the form of fellow weightlif- 
ting students. 

Hightower graduated from Glades Central 
and is attending Florida State University on a 
scholarship. He is in the summer program to 
keep in shape during the off season. 

Hightower squat lifted 315 pounds and also 
participated in the deadlift weight competi- 
tion. 

The other two G.C.I. participants were 
Charles Brown and Rudy Hutchins. Correc- 
tional Officer Lonny Manor also participated. 

Hutchins squat lifted 480 pounds during the 
competition. He weighs 173 pounds. He sipped 
on a honey mixture before each lift to give him 
energy. 

The deadlift "separates the men from the 
boys" Fletcher told the crowd. Hutchins 
deadlifted 405 pounds. 

The final deadweight lifted was 550 pounds, 
with Blye, Hightower and Raines each deadlif- 
ting that weight.
